747 was fair, Senegal-765 loud / local-like, etc. [Connelly-MA] National Radio of the 
Democratic Saharahui Arabic Republic has displaced the frequency from 1544 kHz. At the 
beginning of 1998 has begun to be impeded by Morocco with bubble jammer. Customary 
programming is: emissions from Tindouf (ALG) in Arabic 07:00-08:00 and 18:00-00:00. In 
Spanish: 00:00-01:00, very irregular. [Arranz via Connelly] Mark also received this noted 
from Dave Kenny, BBC Monitoring: “Last night 3 March BBCM observed National Radio of 
the Saharan Arab Democratic Republic on 1550.0 kHz signing off at 0000 UTC, There was 
accompanying bubble jamming, presumably from Morocco. Incidentally, we now believe 
this station is transmitting from Bir Lehlu, which is actually in Western Sahara itself (rather 
than Tindouf, Algeria which was assumed in the past). There is a nice picture of the 
transmitting mast on the SADR web site. Bir Lehlu is about 200 km south west of Tindouf, in 
a part of Western Sahara still controlled by the Saharan people (Polisario Front).” And now 
this comment from Mauricio Molano (Spain): “Maybe, but a HAM friend visited the camps 
of refugees in the Tindouf area some years ago finding a 50 KW Harris fixed transmitter 
(nothing on a truck or easily transportable) for its transmissions on MW.”

DX FILES: BEN DANGERFIELD ABROAD 

Have been back from my Eastern Mediterranean trip since FEB 22 but have been down with an 
infection picked up over there until now.

I did enjoy some very interesting listening over there although I had less time for 
DXing than anticipated. Our 3 days in Israel consisted of 3 shore excursions of 10 hours a day 
which we would not have given up for anything.

With nothing but 100'sof miles of sea on all sides 1 had local-like 
signals from Cyprus, Syria, Lebanon, Israel, Jordan, Saudi Arabia and Egypt, with lesser signals 
from Rhodes, mainland Greece and Turkey. At sunset the dial really opened to the more distant 
Mid East stations, eastern Europe, and the former USSR countries. And all these with only my

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Radio Call-in Shows increasingly Popular

Having problems with your love life? There is 
help out there. Can't get that '67 Camaro running 
just right? Reach out for the phone. Being 
bothered by pesky federal agents? There's room 
for you, too. 

Yes, it seems the popularity of talk-radio shows 
no signs of slowing down. Catalogs featuring 
hundreds of different talk shows geared t every 
imaginable audience are offered to radio stations. 

Led by nationally syndicated talk-show hosts 
such as Rush Limbaugh, G. Gordon Liddy and 
Howard Stern, there is more talking than ever 
before on the radio dial. And more listening. A 
1993 poll conducted by Times Mirror Center for 
the People and the Press showed that half of 
Americans listen to talk radio relatively often and 
that the conservative audience is twice as large as 
the liberal audience. 

Ken Brown, general manager of WBOW-AM 
640, believes more people than ever want to hear 
talk come out of their radios. "How many cars 
these days don't have tape decks?" He asked, 
suggesting that many people who want to hear 
music in the car will carry their own tapes. “And, of 
course people don't come to AM for music." 

Brown said WBOW carries the top two 
syndicated programs in the top two syndicated 
programs in the country, Limbaugh and Dr. Laura 
Schlesinger, as well as the controversial Liddy, 
who once suggested on the air that people facing 
arrest by federal agents should shoot at the agents’ 
heads instead of their bulletproof vests. He later 
said the groin area might be better target. 

WTHI-AM went to the all-talk format in 1992. 
The station mixes local, state and national shows, 
from the political to the self-help variety, plus 
plenty of sports events added to the mix. Certainly 
there are more conservative than liberal hosts 
when it comes to political talk shows. But some do 
not appreciate being labeled as liberal or 
conservative, or even political for that matter. 

"For a long time I've been called the liberal 
version of what Rush does or what Liddy does," 
said Alan Colmes, whose national syndicated show 
can be heard weekday afternoons on WTHI. 
Colmes said he doesn't consider himself anything 
other than an entertainer. "I really believe that 
political talk radio has peeked," he said. "[The 
show] has to be more entertaining. The reason 
Limbaugh has been so successful is no because 
he's conservative, [it's because] he's very 
entertaining." 

Colmes' show is geared heavily toward the 
callers. One of the more popular segments is called 
"Radio Graffiti,” in which callers are allowed one 
sentence only near the end of the program. 
Frequently, those sentences are something 
derogatory toward Colmes. "I've been called 
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everything but a lesbian,” he said. "People will say, 
‘I hate you. I’ll never listen to you again.' But they 
do." 

Colmes said he is not bothered by the 
comments his conservative audience hurls at him. 
"I foster dissent; I almost encourage it. This is a 
wonderful job. There is no heavy lifting, | say what 
I want and I talk to whoever I want.” 

Mike Pence also believes he has the ultimate 
job. Pence can be heard mornings on WTHI and on 
WSDM in Brazil on the only statewide syndicated 
show, he said. However, Pence said he doesn't 
mind being labeled. 

"I pride myself on being pretty far right," he 
said. There are more conservative hosts because 
there are more conservative listeners, according to 
Pence, who describes himself as a Christian, a 
conservative and a Republican, in that order. 

"The broad mainstream of the country is 
conservative and that's a marketplace of people 
looking for people who will speak: to them. And 
talk radio stepped up and did that." 

The enjoyment of talk radio is talking to 
Hoosiers from all portions of the state, he said. And 
if a caller disagrees, so be it. "I'm just another guy 
on the show,” he said. "My view isn't the last view 
on the subject. And I think people get that. You 
can call up and say I'm al! wet and that's all right 
on my show." 

While some talk-show hosts have no problem 
belittling callers, Pence says he steers clear of that. 
"I ran for the Congress a couple of times, however 
badly, and it got a little testy. I learned how utterly 
worthless personal attacks are in the public forum. 
This is where I part company with Rush Limbaugh; 
I just don't do personal attacks on the radio." 

But for Kevin Reynolds of Terre Haute, 
Limbaugh's style is the reason he tunes in every 
day. “[Limbaugh] tells it the way it is," Reynolds 
said, "He says things that the liberal media is afraid 
to and he covers things that the media stays away 
from. And he's also a very funny guy. That's why I 
listen to him all the time. There are a lot of talk 
shows around, but he is by far the best.” 

Regardless of people’ s personal opinions of 
Limbaugh, most credit him with leading the talk 
radio charge. "Rush is definitely responsible for 
helping to save an industry.” Colmes said, referring 
to AM radio. "Whether you like him or not, he's a 
showman.” 

Pence said the popularity of the talk radio all 
comes down to "infotainment." "That one 
inventive word really summarizes the appeal of the 
format," he said. "People can be informed and also 
be entertained.”
